LONDON, March 26.— The Uouse of 


commons discussed last evening a bill 
providing for the payment of salaries 
to members. Mr. Balfour objected to 
the bill on the ground that the salaries 
must be raised by taxation and that 
when the voters once realized that they 
were paying the expense of the innova- 
tion 
the popularity of the scheme 


would

Night School at The Court House— 


Large Attendance—Took 


a Vote. 


The school of instruction for election 


judges and voters, held st tha court 
ootue last night by direction of Snper- 
vnor May, was quite a success in point 
of attendance and in the way of dissem- 
inating information as to the proper 
manner of casting ballots under the Aus- 
tralian election law, in order to avoid 
possible 
mistakes on 
election day. 


Nearly every election judge in Deoatnr 
townsbip waa present; also many from 
the country. There were not enough 
chairs to accommodate the crowd. Hon. 
W. F, Calhoun was selected chairman of 
the meeting, and after he had stated the 
object of the gathering, in a brief ad- 
dress he gave his interpretation of the 
law as it applies more especially to the 
proper manner of marking the ballot, in 
the circle and in the squares, the mean- 
ing of the marks, how a straight ticket 
can be voted and how a mixed ticket 
may be marked without having it oast 
aside as imperfect. Mr. Calhonn stood 
ready 
to answer all inquiries pro- 


pounded, and they came at him from all 
parts of the 
house. All questions 


were answered promptly and clearly, 
Col. J. M. Olokey and Attorney A. H, 
Mills were also on the committee of in- 
structors, and they were present with 
copies of the law, to which frequent ref- 
erences were made. On motion an elec- 
tion boar* under the new law wan organ- 
ized with Jacob Sine, I. W. Gorman and 
0. M. Imboden as judges, and I. D. 
Walker and B. G. Allen as clerks. Then 
the sample Australian ballot supplied by 
the BBPDBLIOAK were used, and the 
crowd was given an opportunity to vote, 
The manner of voting was not quite in 
the regular form, but the mock election 
was sufficient to demonstrate how the 
votes will be received and oast. Quite a 
number of ballots were taken. At inter- 
vals the voters appealed to Mr. Olokey, 
Mr, Mills and Mr, Calhoun to have seem- 
ingly intricate points settled. When the 
ballots were canvassed it was found that 
several errors were made, but in the con- 
fusion which followed, occasioned by the 
curiosity of the crowd, a fall report was 
not submitted, As a practical leeson in 
voting under the new law the school waa 
a big success, so interesting that in the 
joint motion of R. P. Lytle and A. H. 
Mills the meeting adjourned to assemble 
again next Thursday night at the same 
place, when a blackboard, election booths, 
the guard-rail and everything necessary 
to represent a voting district will be pro- 
vided to more fully demonstrate the new

Judge Tlpton's Decision on the 


Right of Foreigners to Inherit- 


ances in America. 


Judge Tipton, at Bloomington, has 


made an important decision in overruling 
the demurrer in the suit of Ellen Tulley 
vs. John Kennedy and others. Mr. Mark 
Tulley was a native of Ireland, although 
at the time of bis death, August 16, 1890, 
he i- its a naturalized citizen of the United 
States and a resident of McLean 
county. He left a wife, bat no children 
or grandchildren. Hia next of kin wen 
and are subjects of Great Britain. The 
bill to which the demurrer was eet np 
cited the act of 1877 by which theee for- 
eign relatives were debarred from in- 
heritance, The demurrer questioned the 
constitutionality of the act. 


Judge Tipton quoted numerous decis- 


ions in oases of somewhat similar im- 
port, in which foreign relatives had been 
debarred from inheritance. In closing, 
he said: "I am aware that the policy of 
most of the European powers has been to 
place citizens and foreigners on an equal 
basis. I also know that heretofore it has 
been the policy ot the United States to 
treat foreigners in like manner. And yet 
the state maintains on undoubted right 
to change its policy in this manner. The 
demurrer is overruled." 


Judge Tipton acted in the matter KB a 


private citizen, and not in his judicial 
capacity. ____________ 


PAID $3OO PER ACRE. 


Brown & Moore's Big Puronase 


Bast of the Union Elevator. 


Yesterday John A. Brown and Dr. D, 


N. Moore closed a trade through the 
agency of Pritohett & Wamsley by which 
they secured the beautiful forty acres of 
land south of the Wabash railroad and 
eastot the new Union elevator.

Telephones for Use In Battle. 


Particulars of the behavior of tho fieM 


telephone system in the French autumn 
maneuvers have now been published. 
Magneto telephones were used, as no 
delicate microphone or battery is re- 
quired with them. The transmitter was 
held in tho hand and tho receiver was 
affixed to the "kepi." Combined re- 
ceivers and transmitters were also em- 
ployed. A bare bimetallic wire 0.0 mil- 
limeters in diameter was unrolled from 
a drum and laid out of harm's way on 
hedges, branches, walls and in trenches. 


A line twenty-three kilometers long 


was thus laid, with tho addition of ten 
posts, in five hours; speech was good, 
and the whole was taken up again in an 
hour.
